In reveliRe for the punishment in- 
llicted upon lliem by tlie resular troops 
for killiiifc Lieut. Uoscoe Treadwell of 
the Pliilipiiinc scouts, tlie Piilajanes at- 
tacked a detachment of the 24th Infan- 
try on tlie nipht nf tlio IDfli, and before 
they could be driven b.iek tliey killed 
two ami wounded eifilit i.l the colored 
soldiers. Karly on tlie evening; of the 
lOth tlie bandits rushed the cami) of 
Treadwell and sncceederl in killing him. 
The colored troops came tr) the rescue 
and drove the fanatics back, killing and 
capturing a iarge numbi-r. The 24th 
went into camp ne;ir the seinie of the 
engagement. 'J'lie Imnii reiuriied during 
the night bound tl,e outpost and rushed 
the camp. In the confusion and ilie 
darkness the regulars were badly cut 
up before they realized that the Pnla- 
janes were upon them. The colored 
troops were attacked in their tents. 
Tho .natives slaslied the canvas with 
bolas and fell up^n the tileeping soldiers.

OTTAWA, Sept. 12.— The vIllagBof 
SlinwvlUo, 111 Pontlac county, had 
a $100,000 fire this afternoon. It 
started ut a bakery near the Metho- 
dist Church, cleaned out the chUrch, 
bakery, planing mill and 22 dwellingr 
houaea. It being a civic holiday In 
'.he village, half the population were at 
tho Ottawa fair. There were no 
proper lire appliances, and the supply 
of water was very poor. Many of the 
bulldlii.gs destroyed were Insured. The 
Guardian and Royal companies are the 
hardest hit. 

Reoord Attendance at Fair 
The attendance at the Central Can- 
ada fair today was 26,649 and the 
dajs's receipts $6846, br over the 

same day last year. 

Conflicts With the Fair 
The govermnent has made a mess In 
selecting October 4 as the date for 
holding the North Renfrew election. It 
la the day of tho big county fair at 
Bcachburg, and Sheriff MofEatt has 
wired the goveriimenl that It will bo 
most inconvenient. Accordingly a 
later day may be chosen. 

Wben the chief onglneer of the 
Georgian Day Canal .surveys reports to 
parliament next session be will show 
that there can be hydro-electrlc de- 
velopment to the extent ot 1,230,000 
horse-power along the route.

"Tbe prisoners Include an Italian 
named Macclnl, an Austrian known as 
l"rlodliiig and a Pole named Lender- 
bergor. 

"Macclnl was exl)elled from Italy 
two years ago. Since tlien he has as- 



s6clated with Russian terrorists In 
Genoa. Ho shared In the recent out- 
rages In Poland. The three arrived 
at Brealnu nt different times. Thoy 
were watched by detectives for several 
days on the eve of the maiioeuvres, 
when the moHt elaborate precautions 
were taken to protect the Kaiser. It 
Is not e.xplalneij why they w*>re not 
arrested then, as they are nlleged to 
be known ns more dangerous thnn 
others who are reported to have been 
arrested or expelled from tbe country. 

"A dojien police entered a licufie, 
wlilcIi was their rendezvous, today. 
They bad n bard flglit to capture the 
desperadoes, who Havagely resisted 
with knives and dnggcrs, but after a 
long tussle. In which the furniture ot 
the room was wrecked, the police se- 
cured and handcuffed them. 

"It Ih stated that papers found in 
the house eslabllslied the fact that the 
three men wore constantly coininuiil- 
catlng with the terrorist group, for 
whom the\' were acting a.s agents. 

"Papers Indicate that their intention 
was to throw a bomb at the ISmperor 
while ho was riding In an automobile 
between certain points of the man- 
oeuvres."

BETTER TERMS. 

Tlie coiiforcncc nl' ilio prnviiiciiil pre- 
miers liiiviiiK lioiMi t'allod !)y tlio iiivitn- 
tion of Sir Wilfrid I\,aiirier, the relations 
. of the several provinces to the Dominion 
-•-becomes a matter for very serious eon- 
sideratiiiii. Of (idefriitinns tn Oliir.v;i 
from tho Krivenimciils (if thf rps|)ortivp 
provinces, there liave l)eca many. , Bnt 
this isHhe first- occitsion upon -n'iiich the 
representatives of all parts of the Do- 
minion,- e.vcept the tmorganized territor- 
ies and the Yukon, have been asked to 
meet to discuss the (inestions l.vinR nt 
the very fninKliitinn of tlie ronfcdpni- 
tion. While it w, of course, possible 
•that the meeting may not lie productive 
ot'Vny yeiry valuiihie results, it 'Is also 
very lilioly tliat its decision may have 
an iinpnrl.'uit l)parin>; mion tile future 
ifiiianci.'il coiKlitioii nf tlic provinces. 

The finiincinl rpliitions bptwpcii tlip 
four .original provinces of the CMifedcvn- 
tion' and the federal government were 
necessarily Inrjrely of nn experimental 
nature, and tlie Ilritisli North Anipricu 
Act had scnrcply ninro tliun comp into 
operation, before it ivns felt thai clinneo 
■would have to be made: and tliey wore 
made accordingly, not by aiterinc llie 
oriRinal terms, ivhicli, as they were es- 
tfiblishod by Imperial lesislalion, could 
only bp jiltcrpd by an jict nf tlip Brit- 
ish pavlianipul. but by tlip grjiiiliiip of 
certain concessions not affecting the 
original arrangement. When British Co- 
lumbia entered the Union, an efforl was 
-rnado to place it upon much tlip sniup 
basis as tlip other provinces, witli 
fiome exceptional provisions rallpfl for 
by the exceptional condilions pxislinp: in 
the province. iSnbstanlially, these 
, terms, arrived at a5 years atfo, have re- 
■ mained In force ever since, and o.x- 
perience lias abundantly dpmonstralpd 
that the public niPii, cbarKod witli nego- 
tiations between the province find the 
Dominion, scarcely appreciated the na- 
ture of the financial pi-oblems that would 
•linvp to bo worked out in British f'o- 
]nmbla. F.ut our i)i)jecl is not to fiml 
fault with them, for ilipvp was no omp 
in 1S71 W'lio ('i)iilri lin\-p fni-(>sppn 111 
nature or extent of Ibe devolopment 
!wbich hayo taken place since then. New 
IBrunKwick and iXova Scotia have, from 
the very oiitspt. Iippn porsistenl in llipiv 
(Ipiiiand for bpilpr tpnns. ( 'nnipliancp 
■n-ilh their requpsls has nol ahaUvl liip 
'demand' npprecialily. .-mil Ihcy arp as 
active today in insisliriR upon reccivinp 
more money from the federal Irciisnry 
as ever they were. Quebec is in a 
chronic stale of linancial bniifrpr; anil 
iManitoba coiisidprs hnrsplf piilillpd h, 
■consideration and to be put on al Ipasi 
ss favorable a footing as Albcri.t and 
iSaskafcliewan. So far as we are awaip, 
■Ontario is nol makint,- any direct linan- 
cial demands, hiil ii will he a sincnlar 
IliiiiK if tliat iirnviiicp lins nothing ,vlinl- 
vver In ask of tlip nimiinion. 'j'hp iipw 
provinces can hardly, with very nuiPh 
conaclence, ,.a5k, anjitliing. additional . to 
•n-ha't was given them by the lepisla- 
tion of 1005. 

'I'he conference is Don-polilioal. It 
must of necessity be non-poliiicai, bp- 
cause the provincial premiers rppresoiil 
both the great political parties. British 
Columbia will not go to Ottawa claiming 
considerntion from a hostile goveriiincnt.

- Our 
ciinlpnlicni on belinlf of British C'oluni- 
bia, liaspd upon our coiUributinii lO' the 
revenue, .sei'uis, to Eastern people,' to 
bo cptirely extriirogaut. Onr system Of 
administration sceuis also to them to be 
wasteful;, and utuloiibtedly it costs lunrp 
money to govern the 100,0(10 peoiilc, 
more or less, In British Coluinhia, lliiui 
it lines III Kovprn more than twice lliiit 
numlier in Nova Scotia, and nearly twice 
that number In .NeAy.Br.iinsWick.; But'in 
makiiig the corijpttrIs6nr°Ea.s'te'rn people 
forget, or rather they do nol know, iliat 
many of the tilings, which iu llip i;,Tst- 
erii iiroviuces are within the jurisdiction 
of llie various municipalities fall in this 
province upon the proviiicial.government. 
Take for example, the niliqiiiistrntion.of 
justicp. 'riip item for this service In any 
of ihe lOaslorn provinces looks very 
small wliPii cniniiarpil willi llip item in 
our accounts, but in the Ea.stern prov- 
inces, a very large portion of the cost of 
Ibis service is borne b.v the municipal- 
ilips. and they arp ,nb|p. for reasons into 
wliieli it is not iipcpssury li) go liprp, lo 
sppure Ihe performance of ■'• the- neces- 
sary sprvicp mncli more cheaply than 
would be iiiissilile under any circnni- 
siiinces to spciire llie iierformance nf 
similar services in this |irnvinee, or even 
by govpnimeiils in ihr easleru iiroviuces. 
.\gaiii, niir lOasteni I'rieinls are apl in 
forget that it costs more lo secure simi- 
lar services here than it ddes in Ihe 
ICast. ; It may be that tho promier.<! of 
llie sninller Kaslprn prnvinees -vvill not 
openly ehargp the I'roviiice of ISritish 
Colunibia with e,vtravagant adininistra- 
lion, but we may be sure that tliey 
will have that idea in their minds, ;ind 
it will influence llieni to a greater or 
less extent. Hence, one of the things 
of whicb Mr. Mi-IIriilp will have to dis- 
suaile the luiiiils nf the iiieiiiliprs of the 
conference is that, it is impossible, by 
any system of economy, in a vast prpv- 
ince like British 'Coldmbia, to save any 
ennsiderable amount on the current ex- 
penditure. Indcod,'"it will, no doubt, be 
part of his duty to impress upon bis fel- 
low premiers and Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
that this province, by reason of the 
great development that is sure to take 
place - within its . horder,s, will fihortly 
have calls niimi ils rcvemie far in er- 
cpss of those it has Id lupel today. The 
other provinces may have difficnllies, 
but -British Columbia stands in a po- 
sition that is absolutely nniipie in this 
rpspert. It is a vast |ii'nvince where 
the iialiirp and llie cuslonis nf the pen- 
pip combine to render the carrying on nf 
public service cnstly. The samp cus- j 
toms which contribute to this result, 
,cause the people of the province to con- 
tribute very much more- per bead of the 
population lo the revenue of llip D imin- 
inn. Bui, it will be exeeediiigly diffi- 
cult for Mr. .McBride to persuade the 
gentlemen whom he meets thai we are 
entitled to that full measure of consid- 
eration which we think we ought to re- 
ceive. In view of the circumstances nf 
the ease, and of tlie very great desira- 
bility lliat this I'oufereiiop slinulil iint 
i-lnsp without tlie tinancial position of the 
prnvince being put upon a proper basis 
so far as the Uominiou is concerned, wc 
think it only right to ask that party poli- 
tics sliall be fnrgotleii by tlie iiress nf 
Ihe province for llie lime lieiiig, ami 
that the saiiip uiiMniiuily sliall iirevail 
among Ibc organs of public niiininii us

In his covering: letter Mr. Jensen

r.ont. 'The report from which these 
figures are' taken Is that of Mr. J. .H. 
Grey. Hl.s description of the country 
warrants the statement that he c(id 
not go very far from the lines which 
ho was running lo look for fertile 
land. His obser,v;xtloh j were of .a 
general character, not casual by any 
means, because he appears to have 
had .-i dellnltc plan in mind, part of 
which was lo report the adaptability 
of the country for settlement; but 
lie does not appear to have gone very 
far afield to see whether or not there 
was nunc land 111 for cultivation than 
that which was adjacent lo the line 
surve\cii by lilai for a railway. Yet 
bo found, in 170 miles, 140,000 acres of 
land adapted to farming. Now, let 
us make a few casual comparisons. 

In 1871, which appears to be the la.st 
census where data of the kind now to 
be quoted are given, there were S<l,000 
acres of land in York County, X, B., 
under crop, and 27,000 people lived in 
the county; in Gloucester there were 
36,000 acres under crop, and 18,000 
people lived in the county; In Yar- 
inoutli L'2,000 acres were under crop, 
and IS.OOi) people lived there; in 
Lunenburg, 43,000 acres and a popula- 
tion of 23,000; In Chicoutlmi, Quebec, 
56,000 acres and 17,000 people; In 
Megantic, ' 74,000 acres- and 18,000 
people; In Xorlh York, Ontario, 
115,000 acres and 24,000 people; in 
Kast York, Ontario, .81,000 acres and 
19, 000 people; .In -North Ontario, 
130,000 acres and 25,000' pebple;- -and 
in West Durham, 98,000 acres' and i 
IS, 000 people. 

Wc have selected a number of 
counties, some of them agricultural, 
some of them partly agricultural, 
partly flshing, partly lumber. In order 
that readers may bo able to form an 
.idea for themselves wluU a fa'rming 
area of 140,000 acres implies. 'We 
Itnow more now of the northern end 
of Va!ncouver Island loaay ihan when 
Mr. Grey exploited the country, and 
perhaps It- Is not ■ extravagant to say 
that nurlh of Campbell River there is 
two or three limcH as unicli land as he 
reports uiiqn. This is likely, not onjy 
because lie did not visit the whole .-.qf 
this portion of the Islarid by ?any 
means, but because we have more defl- 
nile ideas in regard to what are avail- 
able farmhiK lands than wc bad twenty 
odd yi.'ars ago. We give tlio term a 
wider meaning now than we did. 
Hnce it appears that the northern por- 
tion of tho Island Is capable of sus- 
taining an .-igrlrultural population very 
eonsideralily greater lluiii Ihe total 
picsenl population of the Island; ami 
wo ililnk tliut the superiority of our 
soil and climate over that of the east- 
ern provinces, and the extent of the 
other resources of that portion of the 
island, warrant ns in saying that it Is 
capable of supporting a very great 
many more people than the above 
quoted census statistics could be rea- 
sonably held to justify.

THE PEACE RIVER COUNTRY 

Is a Rolling Prairie With Luxuriant 
Grass and Hay Growth. 

Edmonton. Alia., Sept. J2. — ^y. II. 
Short, manager for the Revilliou com- 
pany returned to the city yesterday after 
a ton weeks' trip in which he traveled 
L400 miles in the north country, visit- 
ing the upper Pence River country and 
the posts at Athabasca Ivanding, Slave 
Lake, Peace River Crossing, Duvegaii, 
Hny Lakes, Fort SL John and <Jraml 
Pacilic. 'Mr. Short took tlio prairie trail 
from Pence Hirer crossing to Fort St. 
.fob 11 and back, a distance of 220 Jniles 
each way. Tin's is the trail which was 
made by the Dominion government eight 
years ago and was repaired two years 
ago by (he police. He found the trail 
ill excellent condition, the bridges intact 
nnd good traveling all the way. 

While on the route he visited the 
scene of the gold district below Port St. 
.lohn. Xot being a raining, expert, Mr. 
Short WHS not in n position to make 
any statement nlwut tlie value of ilie 
discovery, but he found the claim hold- 
ers enthusiaatic. 

Tlio country on (he north side of the 
Pence River between Du'vegau nnd Fort 
St. John, Mr. Short dcbcrlbed ns hav- 
ing nil the characters of au excellent 
fanning country. It is a rolling prairie, 
lightly timbered, on which tho grass 
and hny show luxuriant No- settlers 
have gone la and none of this land is 
(■ultivntcd. At (Jrnnd Prnirie, wlieri' 
tliore is rjuito nn extensive settlement, 
the rnncliors were having a bad time 
fighting i)rairic fires and' the Revillion 
[lo.st Ihore wns nearly wiped otlt. Sev- 
(U'al settler.s linvc gone in this summer. 
Mr. .Short states that tho fur trnde nnd 
trade gL'nornlly on the upper Pence hiis 
lieeii iinusuiilly good during the past 
seasou.
